military outlays, 


Senate RepubUran Leader Ev 


eett M, filrksen of Illinois said 
he assumes military procure* 
ment will be the prime target of 
those determined to reduce 
spending,

Mansfield of Montana forecast 
In a separate interview the sen- 
ate will slice another $1 billion 
off a pending military authori- 
sation bill, already cut $2 billion 
below Nixon's estimates, 


Mansfield cheered Nixon's ac- 


tion, saying "this will go a good 
part of the way toward bringing 
about a curb on inflation." 


Sen, William Proxmire, D. 


Wis,, vice chairman of the Sen- 
ate-House Economic Commit- 
tee, said he welcomes Nixon's 
action as "a good start" but 
Congress should make addition- 
al reductions, 


"I think the military, space 


and public works budgets can 
be reduced substantially," he 
said. "I don't suppose we can 
cut space much this year In 
view of the moon mission suc- 
cess. 


"And the President will have 


to take the lead in reducing pub- 
lic works outlyas" Proxmire 
added. 


Nixon said in a statement 


Tuesday no federal program 
will be above scrutiny In the ef- 
fort to trim spending back to the 
$192.9 billion target he set in 
April. He said there will have to 
be a further lowering of person- 
nel ceilings. 


The president said increases 


in public debt interest, Medi- 
care, Social Security, public as- 
sistance and veterans benefits 
make action necessary. 


He complained that Congress 


has done nothing about boosting 
postal rates, has increased aid 
for schools in federally-impact- 
ed areas and has not ended ag- 
riculture conservationprograms 
as he recommended. 


Sen. Charles P. Percy, R-fll., 


said be thinks budget reductions 
^hould start with agriculture, 


"The farmers fa my state 


want more decisions made on 
the farm and fewer fa Washing- 
ton," he said. "They want grad- 
ual elimination of subsidies." 


Sen. George D. Aiken, R-Vt., 


said fa this connection he thinks 
Nixon is "on the right track fa 
trying to reduce hostilities fa 
Southeast Asia. That is where 
we could make some substantial 
savings." 


Nixon said fa his announce- 


ment he had signed the final 
supplemental appropriations bill 
for the just-ended fiscal year, fa 
it Congress fixed a $191.9 ceiling 
of its own on federal expendi- 
tures for the current year.

in June with soaring food prices 
providing the biggest upward 
kick, the government reported 
today, 


Housing, clothing, transporta* 


tion, medical care and recrea* 
tlon costs combined with the big 
food increases to push the Labor 
Department's Consumer Price 
Index to 127,6, 


This means it cost Americans 


$12,76 fa June for every $10 
worth of goods and services fa 
the 1957-59 period, on which the 
index is based, 


Grocery prices leaped 1.7 per 


cent fa June, and food prices so 
far this year were climbing at a 
seven per cent annual rate- 
double last year's increase, 


The biggest food price fa-

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Oppo- 


nents of the Safeguard program 
have decided to set the stage for 
a showdown vote by bringing an 
amendment before the Senate to 
limit the missile defense system 
to research. 


But sponsors of the amend- 


ment say the large number of 
senators wanting to speak on 
their proposal will make it im- 
possible for a vote by next Tues- 
day, the previous target date for 
a showdown on the antiballistic 
missile— ABM— issue. 


"I don't think that date is pos- 


sible," said Sen. John Sherman 
Cooper, R-Ky., who is cosponsor 
of the amendment along with 
Sen. Philip A. Hart, D-Mich. 


The two senators conferred 


with Democratic Leader Mike 
Mansfield on strategy before de- 
ciding Tuesday night that they 
would call up their amendment 
today in slightly modified form. 


Cooper and Hart said the revi- 


sions in their amendment are 
designed to make it clear that 
none of the funds may be used 
for.any deployment or land ac- 
quisition- af the 12 proposed 
Safeguard sites. 


Sen. George B. Aiken, R-Vt., 


had criticized what he thought 
was vagueness in the original 
Hart-Cooper amendment, when 
he announced to the Senate he 
could not support the adminis- 
tration's Safeguard proposal. 


By making the amendment 


the Senate's pending business, 
Cooper and Hart hoped to focus 
debate on their specific propos- 
al. 


But how they fare could de- 


pend on Sen. Thomas J. Mc- 
Intyre, 
D-N.H., author of an 


amendment permitting deploy- 
ment of Safeguard's radars and 
computers but not its missiles. 
He might seek to substitute his 
amendment for the Hart-Cooper 
proposal in order to bring it to a 
vote first. 


Mclntyre's other option is to 


wait for the vote on Hart-Coop- 
er, hoping it will fail so that he 
can offer his proposal.

Recruit Drop 
Blame on 
'Draft End'

dent Nixon's promise to elimi* 
nate the draft, and other factors

caused the Army to miss 


its enlistments goal last year by 
9,000 men, 


The deficit and conclusion are 


reported by Army Recruiting 
Command officers who say they 
can't recall a year when the 
Army fared so badly In signing 
volunteers,

tives every month from Novem- 
ber. 


Army enlistments fell short of 


the recruiting command's objec- 
tives every month from Novem- 
ber through June, almost a 
traumatic failing for a com- 
mand accustomed to success. 


Figures just compiled for fis- 


cal 1969 showed the Army per- 
suaded 188,000 men to join up 
outside 
the draft, compared 


with an objective of 197,000. In 
the previous two years Army re- 
cruiters surpassed their annual 
goals by 8,000 and 9,000 men. 


The Army isn't running short 


of bodies, of course, because 
there's always the draft to fall 
back 
on. 
But the situation 


prompted the recruiting com- 
mand to pay close attention to 
what's been happening. 


Col, 
Donald L. Roberts, chief 


of staff for the recruiting com- 
mand, said in an interview that 
four factors combined to cause 
the severe drop: 


-Richard M. Nixon pledged 


last fall that as President he 
would strive to establish an all- 
volunteer force, eliminating the 
draft when the Vietnam war is 
over. 


"Immediately when that an- 


nouncement was made, our re- 
cruiting went Into a nose dive," 
Roberts said. But that wasn't 
all. 


- The recruiting 
command 


suddenly found Its seasoned re- 
cruiters were being grabbed up 
for administrative and leader- 
ship duties in Vietnam. Recruit- 
ers strength fell by 500 to a low 
of 2,480. 


— Dissatisfaction with the war 


left a bad taste with many 
young men who otherwise might 
have been susceptible to the 
persuasive powers of recruiters.

"I waited four or five years to 
make a move. You know, when 
you're young you think you've 
got plenty of time," 


Tom Jones is moving now, 


He's the hottest new star of the 
year, His television show on 
ABC is tied for No. 16 in thelat* 
est ratings and in personal ap- 
pearances in this country he's 
breaking records. His income 
this year will exceed $2,4 mil- 
lion, 


"It's happening here for me 


like it happened a few years ago 
in England," Jones said, "Only 
it's better because it's a bigger 
country."

his ycwth climbed on tables and 
threatened to crush him.

He will tape at least six shows 


for the new season in Hollywood 
beginning Aug. 26, then return 
to England. 


"I always had It in the back of 


my mind that 1 would make it 
as a singer," Jones recalled. "I 
never bought a house. I never 
got seriously interested in a job. 


"I lived in South Wales for 


most of my life. It's so far away 
from any recording studios that 
you have to get out to do any- 
thing. I was 23 before I went to 
London. I was waiting for some- 
one to discover me," he said. 


In fact, he was discovered 


belting out songs in a working- 
man's club by Gordon Mills, 
who is still managing his ca- 
reer. Mills booked him into 
more clubs and in 1965 he wrote 
a song called "It's Not Unusu- 
al." Jones recorded it and the 
rest, as they say, is show busi- 
ness history. 


Tom Jones is hard to pin 


down as a singer. He has a

Cotton Good 
Despite Dry 
Season 
The Arkansas cotton crop still 


looks "real good", reports E,R, 
Mctnnes, officer in charge of 
the USDA cotton classing office, 
Consumer and Marketing Ser- 
vice, in Little Rock, Plants are 
mostly about knee-nigh, with 
some fields lapping the middles* 
Blooms and squares are quite 
common. Rains over the week* 
end were a much needed bless- 
ing. Cotton was not too hard 
pressed for moisture, but beans, 
hay, pasture, and other crops 
Were in bad need of rain, Some- 
where around one-fourth of the 
cottonland is irrigable, and the 
equipment has been going strong 
for the past couple of weeks. 
Chemicals have done a fine job 
of keeping fields clean of weeds 
and grass. Bollworms and boll- 
weevils are present in a number 
of fields, but only a few farmers 
are finding it necessary to poi- 
son. 


Through July 10, the Commo- 


dity Credit Corporation reports 
that Arkansas farmers pledged 
288,432 bales of cotton to the 
CCC loan. Also through that 
date, notes covering34,250bales 
were reported repaid, leaving 
outstanding loans on 254,182 
bales of Arkansas-grown cotton. 


Only a very small volume of 


cotton is moving through Ark- 
ansas trade channels. Domes- 
tic mills are showing only slight 
interest in cotton. A few selec- 
tions of Low Middling through 
Strict Low Middling 1-16 and 
1-3-32" cotton sold recently, 
bringing farmers $2.00 to $3.00 
equity per bale. Buyers'interest 
is restricted to cotton with pre- 
mium mike readings. Inquiries 
for new crop cotton are few. 
Mills seem to have a "wait and 
see" attitude.

But while baseball had Agnew 


pinch hitting for Nixon, McLain 
expects to be on hand when it's 
time to throw the actual first 
pitch before a sellout crowd of 
45,000 and a national television 
audience that will be watching 
over NBC. 


McLain flew out of Washing- 


ton in his prop plane shortly aft- 
er the President's Air Force 
One lifted off. The unpredictable 
righthander returned to Detroit 
to keep an 8 a.m. dentist's ap- 
pointment to have his teeth 
capped. 


McLain said he would return 


in a jet after the dental work 
and 
should arrive at about 


12:30, leaving him just over an 
hour's clearance to reach the 
ball park, suit up, take some 
warmups and step up on the 
mound. 


While McLain's departure— 


and the fact he was stranded by 
the rain for about l 
l/z hours In 


the American League dugout- 
caused a stir,in the AL dressing 
room, the 'postponement "only- 
created more enthusiasm for 
Ernie Banks in the National 
League dressing room.

A daytime game was no cer- 


tainty. The weather forecast for 
today called for showers later in 
the afternoon. An early rain 
that would delay the start would 
force the starting time back as 
late in the day as necessary.

If the game 
cannot be played, then Commis- 
sioner Bowie Kuhn said the de- 
cision over whether to postpone 
the game to another date or 
cancel it would be made at that 
time.

The director - designate said 


after the announcement that he 
planned no major changes in the 
commission program, but did 
plan a change in philosophy. 


"I plan to establish communi- 


cation with the people," he told 
newsmen.

He said 
many commission 


programs would not be accepted 
by the public without proper 
explanation of the programs. 


Hulsey said his decision on 


this matter did not reflect the 
controversy over the commis-

Most of Hulsey's experience 


has been in the fishing division, 
but soon after the announcement 
of his selection to be director 
he left for Canada to look at 
duck breeding grounds, 


With Hulsey on the trip were

The director's salary is $12,* 


500 annually, a few hundred dol* 
lars more than Hulsey has been 
earning in the lower position 
since a job classification and 
pay system adopted by the leg- 
islature this year raised Hul- 
sey's pay.

To Prohibit 
Conversion 
of Bonds 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) * The 


bonds of the state and its po» 
litlcal subdivisions could not be 
converted 
under a proposal 


adopted Tuesday by the state 
Constitutional Convention. 


The measure was approved 


on a vote of 68*4, It was Intro* 
duced by the Finance and Taxa* 
tion Committee. 


Dabbs Sullivan, a Little Rock 


banker, offered a proposal that 
would have kept any proposed 
new constitution silent on the 
matter, as the state's current 
constitution is silent. 


Sullivan's proposal was re* 


jected by the convention. 


George Campbell of Little 


Rock told the convention Arkan- 
sas was the only state which 
allowed the conversion of public 
bonds. 


He said the public did not 


understand 
bond 
conversions 


and 
prohibiting 
conversions 


would more strongly safeguard 
the public. 


"This places Arkansas bonds 


on the same footing with those 
in other states," Campbell said, 


Sullivan argued that the mat- 


ter should be left to the legisla- 
ture. 


However, in 1967, Gov. Win- 


throp Rockefeller attenpted to 
push an anticonversion measure 
through the legislature, but it 
got onlya handful of votes In 
the Senate and was not brought 
to a vote in the House. 


"This has been a problem for 


100 years and never solved by 
the legislature," argued dele- 
gate John Smith of Fayetteville. 
"Let's don't shirk our duty and 
pass it off on the legislature." 


The provision also allows for 


the sale of bonds through sealed 
bids, or, at the authorization of 
the legislature, to continue the 
practice of selling such bonds at 
public auction. 


The convention also: 
— + Approved a proposal pro- 


viding that counties may have 
bonded indebtedness equal to up 
to 10 per cent of the assessed 
valuation of real and personal 
property in the county. 


— Approved a proposal retain- 


ing the taxpayer's right to file 
a lawsuit against the state for 
illegal exaction. 


—h Approved an amendment 


to extend the proposed state 
code of ethics provision to the 
political subdivisions of the state 
and to require the legislature 
to enact a code applying to 
those subdivisions and to state 
employes. 
Bruton Asks

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - U.S. 


District Court was asked Tues- 
day by Jim Bruton to restrain 
news media from further pub- 
licity In connection with his in- 
dictment by a federal grand 
jury. 


Bruton, former superintendent 


of Tucker Prison Farm, was in- 
dicted July 11. The grand jury 
accused him of 19 counts of vio- 
lating the civil rights of in- 
mates. 


A total of 15 persons were in- 


dicted by the jury, which al- 
leged 46 counts, and all of those 
Indicted were ordered to post 
$2,500 bond or be jailed. Bruton 
lias posted bond.

bott Jr. of Pine Bluff, contended 
that news stories about Bruton 
prevented a fair trial "now or 
in the foreseeable future."

Pill Has Filled Need 
Despite Adverse Effects 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


No scientific development 


in recent years has aroused 
as much controversy as the 
Pill. Since it is estimated 
that about eight million 
women of childbearing age, 
or about one in six, are tak- 
ing the Pill, it has undoubt- 
edly filled a real need and, 
until something better be- 
comes available, it will con- 
tinue to be used. 


At present, it consists of a 


synthetic female hormone 
plus progestin, a compound 
that resembles a hormone 
secreted during pregnancy. 
As a result, the user is in a 
physiological state that sim- 
ulates pregnancy and may 
s u f f e r some of the side 
effects of pregnancy, such as 
nausea, f u l l n e s s of the 
breasts and an increased re- 
t e n t i o n of water in the 
tissues. 


Adverse effects attributed 


to prolonged use of the Pill 
have included clotting in the 
blood vessels of the legs, 
thinning of the hair, nervous 
irritability, depression, head- 
ache, liver spots on the face 
(chloasma or the mask of 
pregnancy), a sensitivity to 
sunlight, Raynaud's disease 
and elevated blood pressure, 
to name a few.

any of these conditions is 
very low and, in many cases, 
a direct causal relationship 
to the drug cannot be estab- 
lished. But the seriousness 
of some of these complica- 
tions warrants close medical 
s u p e r v i s i o n . One study 
shows that serious clotting 
problems occur chiefly in 
women whose blood is type 
A. In any case, a woman 
who is taking the Pill should 
have a periodic checkup and 
should report to her physi- 
cian promptly if any unusual 
s y m p t o m s occur. Women 
who have breast or uterine 
cancer, clotting in the veins, 
migraine or diabetes should 
not take the Pill but should 
use some other method of 
contraception. 


Since the Pill remains the 


most effective contraceptive 
yet devised, the danger must 
be weighed against those of 
becoming pregnant, w h i c h 
may also cause clotting, kid- 
ney d a m a g e , high blood 
pressure and headaches. Im- 
proved formulation of the 
drugs used is the constant 
aim of the manufacturers. 
Perhaps the most promising 
new development is a ring 
pessary 
impregnated with 


medroxyprogesterone to be 
placed in the vagina five 
days after the onset of a 
menstrual period, kept in 
place 21 days, then dis- 
carded. If this proves to be 
effective, it will eliminate all 
the hazards now rightly or 
wrongly attributed to the 
Pill.

Nixon Begins 
His World 
Tour Today

President Nixon, after spending

this 
traditional 


off 
city for 
Pacific 


travel, heads today for a mid- 
ocean rendezvous with the Apol- 
lo 11 crew—the first men to walk 
the moon. 


The President and Mrs. Nixon 


landed at International Airport 
in the early morning hours and 
drove directly to the St. Francis 
Hotel. 


They began their trip, which 


ultimately 
will 
take 
them 


around the world, a few hours 
earlier than expected when rain 
washed out the All Star baseball 
game, which Nixon intended to 
attend before leaving Washing- 
ton Tuesday night. 


The Nixons will fly to differ- 


ent destinations this afternoon 
-the 
chief executive heading 


for the Apollo 11 splashdown 
area and the First Lady going 
to Honolulu. 


Nixon will make a seven-hour 


flight over 3,240 miles of the Pa- 
cific to tiny Johnston Island. 
There he will board a jet-pow- 
ered Marine helicopter to make 
a 90-minute flight to the USS Ar- 
lington, a communications ship, 
for an overnight stay. 


Early Thursday Nixon 
re- 


boards the helicopter and flies 
to the USS Hornet, the recovery 
aircraft carrier, where he will 
stand on the flag bridge to wit- 
ness the scheduled splashdown 
of the Apollo spacecraft with its 
crew of three astronauts. 


Before 
leaving Washington 


Tuesday, Nixon set up elaborate 
celebrations to honor the astro- 
nauts, including ticker-tape pa- 
rades in New York and Chicago 
and a formal dinner in Los An- 
geles. - 


Nixon also dwelled on space 


exploration in addressing 3,000 
foreign exchange students. He 
predicted that by the end of the 
century spacemen will fly be- 
yond the moon to other places in 
the solar system. And he ex- 
pressed hoped other countries 
will join America in the "next 
great venture of space." 


Adter viewing the recovery of 


the Apollo 11 astronauts, Nixon 
will rejoin the First Lady on 
Guam Thursday night.

Flags flutter from countless 


homes built on soil that once 
was Silver Dollar Jim West's 
cattle ranch. 


This is Spaceland, USA, home 


of the astronauts, a community 
hitched to NASA's star. Not a 
town, residents say, but "a state 
of mind . . .anideal." 


It is the site of the Manned 


Spacecraft Center, heart of the 
space program, a community 
born with the space age, soaring 
from 7,500 population to 50,000 
in a decade, where bar chatter 
is of orbits and overburns, 
blackouts and boosters. 


Once a sprawling graze land 


for Texas longhorn cattle, It was 
transformed with the space pro- 
gram into a community of wind- 
ing roads, fashionable homes, 
manicured lawns. 


The sleepy, scattered seaport 


villages awoke amid the over- 
night rise of luxury partments 
and hotels, ultramodern office 
buildings and buzzing industrial 
complexes. 


In eight years, a school sys- 


tem 
serving 2,000 children 


swelled to an enrollment of 
10, and planners turned to 
the drawing boards for a new 
high school, a new educational 
concept and a new space age 
curriculum being designed par- 
tially through foundation grants, 


As government and aerospace 


workers poured in by the thou- 
sands, there were new de- 
mands, too, for restaurants, 
bars, banks and stores,

on its planned effort to require 
that health hazard warnings ac- 
company printed cigarette ad- 
vertising.

plying a major escalation in 
printed advertising would trig- 
ger renewed FTC efforts to im- 
pose the health hazard warning.

nounced Tuesday the industry 
would drop its broadcast adver- 
tising by September 1970, when 
major contracts expire. 


He said tobacco firms would 


do so any time after Dec. 31 if 
broadcasters release them from 
those contracts. 


One major complaint came 


from a spokesman for broad- 
casters, who said the cutoff of 
cigarette 
advertising 
would 


mean 
"economic 
disruptions 


and chaotic conditions" for ra- 
dio and television. 


Vincent T. Wasilewski, presi- 


dent of the National Association 
of Broadcasters, said the ciga- 
rette companies want to keep 
advertising in every other medi- 
um, "be it newspapers, maga- 
zines or skywriting."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Latin 


American foreign ministers will 
meet to consider what steps to 
take against El Salvador for re- 
fusing to pull its troops out of 
Honduras. 


The council of the Organiza- 


tion of American States decided 
late Tuesday to call the foreign 
ministers' meeting after El Sal- 
vador refused to heed an OAS 
peace formula calling for with- 
drawal of its forces from Hon- 
duran sbiLby Tuesday night. 


The ministers are expected to 


meet in Washington this week- 
end. Details of the session, the 
first since 1964, were being 
worked out today. 


The Salvadoran government 


refused to pull back its troops 
from Honduras until given firm 
guarantees 
for the safety of 


about 300,000 Salvadoran immi- 
grants living in Honduras, resto- 
rations of homes and property 
to some 15,000 who fled back to 
El Salvador, and prosecution of 
Hondurans who aUegedly perse- 
cuted the immigrants. 


Reports from the war front 


said 
Salvadoran 
troops re- 


mained in battle positions. But 
OAS peace negotiator Guillermo 
Sevilla Sacasa of Nicaragua re- 
ported from Tegucigalpa, 
the 


Honduran capital, that both ar- 
mies were honoring the cease- 
fire called by the OAS last Fri- 
day. 


An OAS spokesman in Wash- 


ington said there appeared to be 
enough sentiment against El 
Salvador to put through sanc- 
tions against her. But it seemed 
likely that the ministers would 
begin with a call for withdrawal 
from San Salvador of the am- 
rom S Salvador of the am- 
bassadors of the Latin Ameri- 
can nations in the hope that this 
warning would prompt the Sal- 
vadorans 
to 
pull 
out their 


troops. 


One OAS official said that, if 


the 
Salvadoran 
government 


complied with the withdrawal 
order, it risked being accused of 
treason by its ownpeople. 


"You have to understand," he 


said, "that the government is 
under terrific pressure not to 
back down as a matter of na- 
tional honor."

"Is the hearing results in a 
finding of no serious fault on 
§en. Kennedy's part, his driv- 
er's license will be reinstated," 
McLaughlin said. 


"But if the hearing confirms 


the preliminary finding of seri- 
ous fault," McLaughlin added, 
"the license suspension will be 
changed to a revocation which, 
by law, must remain in effect 
for at least six months." 


Mclaughlin's 
announcement 


was released as Police Chief 
Dominic J. Arena was telling 
newsmen here that he had no 
evidence to support any charges 
against 
Kennedy other 
than 


leaving the scene of an acci- 
dent. 


"This is the case and the only 


case I have," Arena said at a 
news conference.

Packing nine telescopes to 


peer at the sun and stars from 
above the veil of earth's atmos- 
phere, the ATM is expected to 
provide clues to the origin of the 
universe and enable astrono- 
mers to better predict radiation 
storms on the sun.

The orbiting workshop will be 


a modified upper stage of the 
Saturn 5. Instead of containing 
hydrogen fuel, its 10,000-cubic- 
foot capacity tank will be outfit- 
ted as a two-story habitat in 
which astronauts will live and 
work, 


The ATM is planned as a fore- 


runner of more advanced solar 
and stellar observatories that 
will be manned by astronauts In 
space or perhaps on the moon.
